There are reasons for a hopeful view of 


The pacific action of the 
Georgia Legislature has had much to do in 
disarming those who would still further 
afflict us. The Republican party proper 
manifested a willingness to abide the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court upon the eligi- 
bidity question, The Legislature met it 
half way. It did all it could do. The Re- 
publican party are bound to respect its 
action. There is, in our judgment, another 
reason more potent still than either of the 
foregoing, why Georgia will not be inter- 
fered with. The most inconsistent Radical. 
if he is at all honest, is bound to admit that 
Georgia has been reconstructed according 
to the requirements of congressional leg 
islation. Hence the difficulty in escaping 
the blunder committed by Congress in re- 
ceiving the State back into the Union un- 
der thuse provisions, if it was not legally 
done. In undoing their own work they 
subject themselves to the charge of incom- 
petency as well as inconsistency. Mr. 
Greeley ought to be good authority wich 
the Republican party. In regard to the 
squabbles in Congress, over dead issues, he 
says: 


Let the dead bury their dead. while we

In their view it will meet 
the Georgia defect as well as 8 multitude 
of evils elsewhere. 

So we conclude the good people of Geor- 
gia may go on sowing and reaping, mend- 
ing and rebuilding, without fear of being 
again subjected to the fierce and bitter po- 
litical commotion with which they have 
been threatened. Since writing the above 
our attentlon has been directed to the fol- 
lowing article from the New York Times, 
which so nearly accords with our own 
view of the Georgia case, that we copy it 
entire. It should be borne in mind that 
the Times is thoroughly, though conserva- 
tively Republican, and that i¢ is supposed

The resolution does not settle, nor does 
it even touch upon either of the two lead- 
ing points at issue. vi: The organization 
of the Legislature under the law, and its 
subsequent action in excluding a large 
portion of its members on account of color. 

The most prominent objection urged 
against the Legislative branch is, that the 
original organization of the body was not 
made in accordance with the letter or the 
spirit of the laws of Congress, which pro 
vided tor its existence; and, next, that as 
a sequence to the non- execution of lawe 
which were specially enacted to prevent 
such a result, the Legislature has assumed 
to expel a large number of its members. all 
of whom were known to de earnest and 
faithful adherents to, and supporters of, the 
congressional policy; because ot their 
“color” or * race,” and the seating in their 
stead, withoat an élection by the people of 
an equal number of citizens, all of whom 
were known to be opponents of that pol- 


ic . 

There cannot be a doubt resting upon 
the mind of any intelligent citizen as to 
the correctness of the presentment here 
made, of the obstacles which stand in the 
way of harmony among ourselves, and of 
our recognition by Congress as a State en- 
titled to representation in the Union. 

The evil results which have visited our 
people, growing out of our anomalous con- 
dition; the absence of proper restraints to 
insure the protection ot lite and property.

First Barrist Cauron.—This handsome 
edifice is progressing rapidly under the 
superintendence of Mrs Henry Smith. The 
body of the building is ninety-eight feet 
long by sixty-one wide, exclusive of the 
projections, which are twenty-two feet. 
The main room is occupied by one hundred 
and fifty-four pews, On either side of the 
pulpit are neat robing rooms for candidates’ 
for immersion. Steps lead from the robing 
rooms down into the baptistry, underreath 
the pulpit. The administrator and candi- 
dates are revealed fully in the water to the 
audience, by sliding back a door in rear of 
the pulpit. The floor of the pulpit stand 
divides in the middle and slides back on 
either side. The arrangement for baptis- 
ing is tasty and complete. The pulpit. 
pews and gallery front will be of black 
walnut. The gallery is admiraly arranged 
for an organ and choir. In the basement. 
at the rear, is a vestry room for ladies, and 
the pastor’s study, divided by a passage 
way eight feet wide, from the lecture and 
scheol room.

There are two side entrances to the pas- 
sage way.

In my judgment he has such priority of 
right. ‘he 1982nd Section of the Code de- 
clares, “ When different persons hold a lien 
on the same property and both declared to 
be of the same dignity, then the oldest lien 
shall have the preference.” If Bean’s mort- 
Lace had been executed and delivered on 
the 23d ot April, 1867 and Carr’s.mortgage 
executed and delivered on the 24th. then it 
is conceded that n’s mortgage would 
have been prior in point of time. The 
principle is that the oldest lien shall have 
preference. Why should not the principle 
control and be applicable to the oldest lien 
created on the same day, as well as to liens 
created on different days? The Code, it is 
true, declares that if the mortgages are of 
equal date the Court will control the pro- 
eeeds of the sale to distribute to the several 
mortgages, not according to the date of 
the respective mort gages, but according to 
their claims, and Russel, the assignee of 
Bean, the mortgagee in this case claims 
and has in point of fact the oldest lien, and 
and is entitled to have the preference. 
Therefore I dissent from the judgment of 
the Court. J ‘

1. The heirs at law of an estate may as 
between themselves divide the estate by 
agreement, without administration; but 
as against creditors, if they convert to 
their own use the personal effects, they 
are nn de son tort,and are liable as 
uch. 
2. Although under the Code executors, 
de son tort, cannot get credit for any debt 
they may have paid, yet, if, in good faith, 
they have furnished the widow her year’s 
support according to ber circumstances in 
life. and this has exhausted the effects 
they have used. they are not liable, except 
for the excess. Theclaim ofthe widow 
not a debt, but a special provision, allow- 
ed by lawin preference to any liens or 
debts held by creditors. There being in 
this case no evidence of the actual pay- 
ment by these heirs of the widow’s year’s 
support, the judgment of the court below 
in refusing to grant a new trial is reversed.

Nelson & Co. Equity trom Bibb. 

1. An agent for the sale of goods cannot, 
as against the owner, pledge or mortgage 
them to a third party to secure an advance 
made on his own account. 

2. To constitute a pledge or pawn under 
the Code, there must be a deposit of the 
thing pawned, and this cannot be dispens- 
ed with by a written agreement, that 
the party making the pledge will be the 
bailee of the pawnee. 

3. Where, in a submission of the law and 
the facts of a case to the Judge, it was 
agreed, that if the Judge should have any 
doubts upon a question of fact, he should 
submit it to a special jury, and on the 
trial there arose a question of notice to a 
Bank, and it was proven that the fact was 
advertised in two daily papers taken at the 
Bank. was known to one of its Directors, 
published on a large business card and cir- 
culated among the business men of the 
community, and painted in large letters 
onthe walls of the store in which the

When. however, the bill 
prays independent relief not necessary to 
to an adjudication of the matter involved 
in the original suit, the bill. as to that inde- 
pendent relief, is demurrable. | 

2. Where an action was 2 in Bibb 
Superior Court, in favor of a plaintiff who 
resided in Wilkinson county, and the de- 
tendant filed a bill in Bibb charging that 
the note sued on was given ſor 250 bales of 
cotton, Whieh the plaintiff had by fraud 
and deceit induced him to bay, but which, 
the day after the sale, was seized by the 
military authorities as Confederate cotton, 
and by them sent out of the State, against 
the complainant’s consent and efforts, but 
which he followed to New York and 
brought his action therefor in the U. 8. 
Court, and had given notice of the action, 
which was still pending, to the vender, and 
the bill prayed injunction of the com- 
mon law suit until the termination of the 
suit in New York: held that the bill was 
properly filed. 

In such a case the Judge may grant a 
temporary injunction. leaving to the de- 
fendant his right to answer and move to 
dissolve, and have such other proceedings 
taken as are usual in chancery.
